3 . BHHHI of the Personnel Office, requested information as 
to whether we had any objection to making available to the Soviet Area 
Division a listing of Agency personnel possessing USSR area and or 
language knowledge. The area division had requested the listing to 
be utilized in contacting appropriate personnel, if necessary, for 
assistance on questions that might arise requiring area or language 
knowledge. I advised that we had no objection to the listing vhich 
contains many names from the DD/l area, with the understanding that 
contacts should be made, when appropriate, through the Requirements 
Staff of the Office of Intelligence Support and that where direct contact 
was desired, it be made through the Office of the Assistant Director 
concerned. The transmittal memorandum which had been drafted by the 
Office of Personnel to its covert Personnel Office, was sensitive to 
the possibility’ that the list might be used for proselyting and required that 
appropriate steps be taken to avoid its use for recruitment purposes. 

U. Had further discussions with^Mf^^M^^Hregarding the 
appropriate relationship to be established for providing organization 
and management assistance to our Offices.
